Rinsrside, Reno. Nev., July 4.—Jack 
Johnson, the negro, is still the world's 
•heavy weight champion. 


He knocked out Jim Jeffries in thé 
fifteenth 
round here today. 


The fight was one sided affair from 
the start. 


The negro blocked the 
old 
cham- 
pion's blows at every stage 
of 
the 
game and punished him severely in the 
last five rounds of the fighting. 


Only One Chance for Jeff. 


At the beginning of the thirteenth 
round the experts at 
the 
ring 
side 
passed out the verdict that if Jeffries 
would simply stand and not fight, he 
might stay the limit. 
. As they came up for the 
fifteenth 
round, Johnson went at his man sav- 
agely. 
.. He sent Jeffries down the first time 
with a rain of lefts and rights to the 
head, and Jeffries took the count of 
eight twice. 


Jeff Knocked Out. 


As Jeffries got up the second time 
»nd staggered for Johnson the latter 
sprang at him like a tiger and with a 
succession of left swings to the jav/ 
sent him through the lower ropes on 
the east side of the ring where he lay 
until counted out. 


Before the greater skill and the ad- 
vantage of years the previously un- 
beaten champion went down to de» 
feàt. 


It was a great fight which hundreds 
crossed a 
continent to witness 
and 
which some came from the antipodes 
to behold. 


Because 
he was 
the better 
man, 
Johnson, the pride of the colored race, 
bruised his white antagonist into sub- 
mission. 


It- was a square contest in which 
each had left undone nothing to pledge 
that his condition was fit for the great 
ordeal. 


Jeff Had Little Chance. 


James J. Jeffries, the hitherto un- 
beaten 
champion, failed 
to 
"come 
back." 
That 
answers 
all 
possible 
Questions co-vering the entire range of 
speculation. 
The man who stood all 
the rough-house Tom Sharkey could 
give and all the stupendous mauling 
Bob Fitzsimmons could 
inflict, who 
had never gone down before a blow 
and had lapped of punishment while 
biding his time to wade in and crush 
his always shiftier antagonists, 
was j 
simply chopped up by the lithe and 
skilled Johnson. 


Jeffries—six years out of the ring, 
living a life of inactive ease, well-fed, 
•well-provided for and 
well-content— 
could not command back to his thews 
and muscles, his nerves and tendons 
the spring and life and endurance that 
were there when six yeaiT.s ago he put 
husky Jack 
Monroe, 
the 
Montana 
miner, away in less than two rounds 


Jeff didn't "come back." 
That tells 
In few^ v/orcis a long story. 


After the 
second round it v.-as all 
one way. 
The white man hadn't the 
slightest chance to v/ir.. 
The best his 
friends hopecî for was that he mipht 


stay the limit by eliminating all of- 
fensive moves on his part. 


It 
was 
in 
the 
fifteenth 
terrific 
bloody round that the negro proved hie 
rights under the 
fifteenth 
amendment 
to 
the 
constitution. 
The 
fifteenth 
round removed the last doubt as to the 
supremacy of the black pugilist. 
The 
fifteenth 
amendment removed the last 
obstacle in the way of equality of his 
race in the United States. 


Only One Expert Right. 


Johnson has- won the great fight In 
spite of the prophecies of all of the 
great fistic experts of the world—save 
one. Of all of the areat experts at the 
training quarters who had watched the 
progress of the two 
fighters, 
"Mike" 
Murphy, athletic director of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, was the only 
one who conceded that Johnson was 
the probable winner. 


In his stories to The Record-Herald 
Mr. Murphy, who has trained some of 
the world's greatest athletes, gave his 
reasons 
for 
believing 
that 
Johnson 
was the better man. 
He believed that 
youth and science would win. It did. 


It was in the thirteenth round that 
the look of despair that comes over 
every great fighter's face but once in a 
lifetime appeared in Jeffries' eyes. The 
fire went out of his eyes, he grew loggy 
and became a great toy for the pan- 
therlike Johnson, 
He couldn't 
make 
an offensive move, and he was unable 
to protect his vital spots. 


Receives What He Gave. 


For the first time in'his life he was 
suffering the agony that he had in- 
flicted upon so many oi his own adver- 
saries in his younger days. 
His lips 
were split and bleeding. 
Blood flowed 
freely from his nose and mouth. 
His 
cheeks were puffed out and covered 
with cuts. 


But his antagonist was as free from 
injuries as when he walked into the 
ring. 
With the exception of a slight 
wound on the lower Hp, which 
had 
been inflicted in training and reopened 
during the 
fight, 
he was uninjured. 
Even his breathing was normal. 


The fourteenth round found the con- 
dition unchanged except that Jeffries 
was still more dazed—still more at the 
merc5' of the powerful black man. 


Then 
came the 
fifteenth. 
Johnson 
sprang at Jeffries like a wild animal at 
its prey. 
There was a terrific rain of 
lefts and rights that landed on Jeff- 
ries jaw 
and 
sent 
him 
sprawling 
through the ropes. 


Struggles to His Feet. 


The heavy-weight fell outside 
the 
lower roped-off 
platform. 
There he 
lay, panting, Vvhile Tex Rickard count- 
ed nine. 
But he .struggled to his feet 
and saved himself for the first time 
from being counted out. 


Then followed another rain of blows, 
another fall outside the ropes, and tiie 
refree beg-an once more to count. 


This time his backers crowded up 
toward the ringside and begged the 
referee to stop thp fight.

Middletown, O., July 5.—Three vic- 
tims of the wreck of the Big Four

York flyer here yesterday died 
from their injuries during the night, 
bringing the total number of dead up 
to twents'-three. 
Reports from 
the 
hospitals in Dayton 
and 
Hamilton, 
where many of the thirty-seven 
in- 
jured were taken, indicate that a num- 
ber of these will die: 


Some of them are 
frightfully 
in- 
jured, and no hope is held out for 
their recovery. 
The names of those 
who died during the night are Edward 
Dunlavey, of Dayton; 
Edward 
Cain, 
of Dayton, and William Amrein,- resi- 
dence unknovrn. 
Dunlavey is a cousin 
of William Dunlavey, whose name was 
in the list of dead given out last night. 
All bodies from the wreck have been 
identified except one. 
It is that of a 
Vv'oman about forty 
years old. 
The 
wrecking crews Vv-orked all night, and 
the track was cleared early today. 
No 
more bodies were found in the debris. 
Railroads Blame Each Other. 
The oiRcials are now 
engaged 
in 
trying to place the 
blame 
for 
the 
wreck. 
It is known that a misunder- 
standing of orders caused the fright- 
ful catastrophe, but which train crew 
was 
at 
fault has as yet not been 
learned. 


It is almost certain that in addition 
to the coroner's inquest an investiga- 
tion of the disaster will be made by 
the state railroad commission. 
Both 
the Big Four and the C., H. & D. offi- 
cials are endeavoring to place the re- 
sponsibility for the 
accident on the 
other. 
It is said the state 
railroad 
commission will determine this point. 
Coroner's Statement. 


Coroner Burkett gave out this state- 
ment today in regard to the wreck: 


"I had a talk with the C., H. & D. 
train crew, John Wea\'er, the conduc- 
tor, and Hfirry Hamel, engineer, last 
night. 
Both had waiting 
orders to 
pass the Big Four flyer at Poastown, 
or in other words, the Big Four train 
was to wait at Poastown until 1:08 
and if by that time the C., H. & D. 
freight had not passed it was to come, 
each train waiting for the other. Hamel 
claims to have looked at his watch as 
he passed the Middletown station and 
it was just 1 o'clock. 
The trains met 
at either 1:02 or 1:0.3. 
Hamel claims 
his train Avas almost at a standstill 
when the crash came, as he had re- 
versed his engine, applied the air and 
then jumped." 


Woman Identified. 


The 
unknown body of the 
woman 
was later positively identified as that 
of Mrs. A. S. Garrigus, of Colutnbus, 
Ohio. 
Her husband was among the 
killed, and their only child, a boy of 
nine j'ears, is in a hospital at Dayton, 
desperately injured. 


Mr. and Mrs. Garrigus were promi- 
nent workers in the Friends church. 


A seven months old child, alive and 
uninjured, was found In a cornfield 
adjoining the scene of the wreck this 
morning. 
The child had been there 
since 
1 o'clock 
yesterday 
afternoon, 
when it ia believed, it was hurled into 
the field in the collision.

There was scarcely a center of popu- 
lation where either last night dr early 
today serious racial clashes did not 
ensue as a direct consequence of the 
big prize fight at Reno. 
The colored 
people, jubilant and in mood to ex- 
ult, and the whites, disappointed, sore 
and in temper to answer any sort of 
challenge, came together in numerous 
instances and bloody and even fatal 
encounters were the consequence. 
In 
many of the cities of the south the 
collisions were numerous and grave. 


Fearful tha. exhibition of the mov- 
ing pictures of the fight will have the 
effect of stirring up the negroes to un- 
wonted 
pitch 
of race pride and of 
arousing a corresponding passion of 
resentment among certain elements of 
the whites police officials in several 
cities where the negro population is 
large—notably Baltimore and 
Wash- 
ington and other cities on or below the 
borderland 
of the south—are 
taking 
steps to have the picture exhibitions 
prohibited by law. 


NEGRO HUNTS IN GOTHAM. 


New York, July, 5.—Police were still 
keeping active patrol 
today 
in the 
"black belts" of New York to check 
any further sporadic race trouble en- 
gendered by the outcome of the Jef- 
ries-Johnson 
fight. 
The 
resentment 
caused by the defeat of Jeffries at the 
hands of a negro caused 
scores of 
street fights, negro hunts through the 
streets and petty outbreaks all through 
the night. 
One negro was killed early 
today, his assailant 
escaping, while 
several badly bruised negroes are in 
hospitals recovering from injuries and 
fright. 


The "black and tan" zone was the 
scene of the only race-killing reported. 
George Crawford, a negro waiter, had 
an altercation with an unknown white 
man over the question of what Jef- 
fries In his prime could have done to 
Johnson. 
The white man ended the 
argument by striking Crawford over 
the head with a blunt instrument. The 
negro died later in the hospital. 
Nel- 
son Turner, a negro, was nearly lynch- 
ed for yelling to a crowd of 
white 
men in the "San Juan" section "We 
blacks put one over on you whites and 
we're going to do more to you." 
Then 
Turner drew a revolver, which missed 
fire, and in a trice the crowd was upon 
him. He was being hauled to a lamp- 
post when the police rescued him. 


There were race troubles in all the 
boroughs of the city, but the police 
say no further trouble is expected.

ed the ring I was certain I v/ould be 
the victor.

Jeffries' blows had no steam behind 
them, so hovv could ho hope to defeat 
me? 
With the exception of a slight 
cut on my lovrer lip, w^hich v/as really 
caused by an old wound being struc!:, 
I am unmarked.

Paleface Princess During 
Day Met Thousands of 
I 
Her Friends. 


"My happiest day," replies Kil-So- 
Quah, in answer to a request as lO 
how she enjoyed the celebration 
in 
her honor Monday. 


And happy certainly expressed her 
feelings. 
More 
than 
one 
hundred 
years ^go, amid semi-savagery, Kil- 
So-Quah, granddaughter of two great 
chiefs, Indian princess by blood, was 
born near 
Roanoke, 
where 
on the 
Fourth^ she received the tribute of af- 
fection and admiration due to a nobly- 
born membei:, of a passing race. 


Monday's big celebration in honor of 
her centennial birthday anniversary at 
Roanoke, west of here, became in real- 
ity a continuous reception held by her. 
^Conservative estimates are that 10,000 
persons were present and of these a 
X'ery large number paid her the tribute 
of greeting and handshake. 


Morfday morning Kil-So-Quah arose 
at 5 o'clock. 
She called her son, An- 
thony Revarre, 
and 
asked him if it 
were not almost time to go to the cele- 
bration. 
"I want to get over there, 
want to get it over with. 
I want to 
get it off my mind," she exclaimed. 
Feared Death Would Come. 
•During the last few days she has 
been anxious for fear she would die. 
This anxiety was intensified late Sun- 
day, when she had a slight attack o( 
Illness that required the attention of a 
physician. 
For this reason she was 
more than childishly eager for Mon- 
day's big celebration. 


A huge tent was erected in a grove 
just to the east of Roanoke. 
At t^e 
side of this was a smaller one. In this 
smaller tent Kil-So-Quah received her 
friends. 
All day she was surrounded 
by members of the Miami tribe of In- 
dians. acting as interpreters. 


Dressed in- a waist of red, flowered, 
a blue skirt, a shawl over her shoulders 
and a black apron, her head, which is 
just streaked 
with 
gray, 
retaining 
much of its original black beauty, Kil- 
So-Quah does not look to be so aged. 


Apparently 
happy beyond 
expres- 
sion, eager and full of anticipation, she 
arrived in a big automobile at the re- 
ception grove just before 9 o'clock. In 
the big automobile 
with 
her was a 
committee of ladies, headed by Mrs. 
Koontz, wife of Dr. S. Koontz, origi- 
nator of the plan for the celebration. 


High Mass Celebrated. 


She was taken at once to the tent 
where an altar had been prepared for 
solemn high mass. This ceremony was 
pronounced by Rev. Father Fassler, of 
Roanoke. A quartet chanted the mass. 
Following the rites Rev. Father Mun- 
govan, of Areola, spoke briefly of the 
work of the Jesuit Fathers in bringing 
Christianity to the Indians. 


This done Kil-So-Quah, more or less 
exhausted by her ride, was led to her 
tent, near by, 
where 
she 
spent vthe 
morning. But she was not too tired fo 
be greeted by those who called. 
She 
had a warm hand clasp for every one 
and refused to let any one who was 
introduced to her go without shaking 
hands. 


To all she expressed her pleasure at 
the celebration, 
but 
in 
the Indian 
tongue. 
Battery B, Indiana National 
Guard, of Fort Wayne, made a pleas- 
ing entertainment with the drills and 
firing 
of salutes at noon and morn- 
ing. 
i 


The ban was removed from the fes- 
tive firecracker and Its bigger kin and 
the day was celebrated with pomp and 
befitting the nation's holiday. 
Hon. 
Thomas E. Ellison, of this city, and 
Hon. Woodson 
Marshall, of Marlon, 
were the main speakers of the day. 
. 
Tribute to Little Turtle. 
I 
Judge Ellison also read the Declara- 
tion of Independence. 
The talk of Mr. 
Ellison, the principal one of the day, 
was of especial Interest, for he gave 
to Chief Little Turtle, grandfather of 
Kll-So-Quah, the honor of being one 
of the nation's greatest statesmen and 
politicians. 
In part he said: 


"We are gathered to celebrate two 
events—one, the passing of the old and 
one concerning the coming of a new 
civilization. 
Strange as it may seem, 
my theme relates to a prominent idea 
of a leader of the old regime and an 
expression of the wish that that cen- 
tral Idea of the olden form of govern- 
ment shall be the foundation of the 
new, divested of its barbaric and re- 
vengeful features, and vestured 
and 
beautified with the highest and 
best 
planes of the new, yet old thought of 
Peace on Earth, Good Will to Man,' 
and so sure as the sun does hang Jn 
high heaven, yea, more sure and cer- 
tain than that, for thought and Ideals 
are more permanent and eternal than 
any 'jmaterial thing that seems to ex- 
ist, 1 do believe that the omnipotent 
and omniscient being, who was and is 
and always will be, will in the near 
future bring all mankind to see and 
beliqve that love not hate^^that peace 
not wiar; that fair dealing not cunning, 
should be the motive that inspires all 
our acts: that the glad hand and truth, 
not navies and -armies, shall rule the 
world; that right example and not big 
sticks shall be the compelling force of 
national and Individual conduct. 


Thet-e are few communities 
that 
have had the privilege of seeing and 
knowing so much of the past as those 
of you who have seen this gradual de- 
parture of the old. 
Kll-so-quaA (the 
setting sun) of that race, who, even 
with her hundred years. Is but as the 
twinkling of an eye when one contem- 
plates the full history of her people or 
the full effulgence of that sun of whieh 
she, as one of the last glimmering rays, 
fades before the nig^it which covers Its 
conduct and Ideas with gloom. 


Chief Acted for Oood. 
Her grandfather. Little Turtle, was 
one of the sterling characters of that 
great tribe, the Mlamls, whom he hon- 
ored by being not only Its most Influe;i- 
tlal chieftain, but almost always Its 
most powerful element of good. 


It Is- said of him that not only did 
he consult with - the head men of his 
tribe as to matters of public concern 
in so far ai" the dealings and treiatment 
of other tribes were concerned, but 
that as to the Internal affairs' of the 
tribe he seldom acted without first se- 
purlng the advice of others and that 
ie refused to acceptthe ^chieftainship 
if hi* peoDle ulitii 
fli^t 
d«^' 


cl^red t h e i r , , ^ ^ 
toit/^oT^ 


as the most fit for the position, al- 
though by Indian custom and proce- 
dure he out-ranked all others of his 
tribe entitled to that honor. 


"His government was the most demo- 
cratic In that on all occasions he ad- 
vised with arid acted in all ma^iters ac- 
cording to the combined wisdom of his 
people. 
His position In Indian history 
and tradition is notr that of that grand 
old chief, I^gan, who was known and 
loved or feared because he was the 
friend of the white man and Is much 
^ n o r e d and respected for it, but Little 
Tfcrtle by his conduct and 
example 
was known not as the friend of the 
white man or the Indian or of any» 
class, he was revered and beloved 
SLIT 
the friend of all men. 


"It Is said of him that he lived an 
exceedingly correct life and that he 
went before the legislatures of 
Ken- 
tucky and Ohio, as well as congress for 
the purpose and with the hope that 
better laws might be lenacted In rela- 
tion to the sale oCliquor to the Indian. 


Previous to ytne speaking the Red 
Men of northern Indiana gave a pa- 
rade. Owing to the dust and heat there 
was not a long line, but Red Men as- 
serted there were almost 2,000 mem- 
bers present. 


During 
the 
day 
members 
of 
the 
Miami tribe of Indians held a reunion, 
but 
they spent 
most 
of their 
time 
greeting paleface friends and paytn 
silent, respectful honor to their prin- 
cess. 


Anthony Revarre, who was recently 
made a Red Man,, was especially ac- 
tive among those lodgemen. 
"Here is 
an Indian. 
Yes, he is. 
He took my 
scalp," he said with a smile as he in- 
troduced a Red Man who had helped 
initiate him. 


Kil-so-quah likes the palefaces. She 
wants to meet more of them before 
she dies. 
Some time "last moon" she 
was 100 years old. No other woman in 
America, in all probability, could give 
a holiday reception to thousands of 
people, could attend worship, ride to 
and from her home In an automobile, 
rising at 5 o'clock and still say with a 
beaming smile, "I am happy." At noon 
a big ham sandwich and some tempt- 
ing salad 
made a good part of her 
luncli^on.

gurated, is a wreck—the third almost 
overwhelming disaster that has come 
to the German sky navigator's enter- 
prises. 
The Deutschland, having on 
board a party of newspaper men, went 
on a voyage for ihe express purpose 
of proving that she could be managed 
under adverse conditions. 
Her motors 
gave trouble and her impaired power 
resources were not equal to the strain 
of beating against the wind. 
It was 
with difficulty a landing finally was 
made In such order as to Insure safety 
of those aboard. With the dirigible no 
less than an airship the vital point is 
the power. A motor that can be relied 
upon to keep chugging away with the 
honest, trustworthy 
dependability of 
an old fashioned steam 
engine 
will 
solve the problem of aerial navigation 
The principles of drigible ballooning 
and of heavier than air 
fiylng 
are 
pretty thoroughly 
understood. 
The 
exhibitions In many cases have been 
marvelous. 
But here and there 
is 
found an untrustworthy motor. 
The 
exploding engine is not yet developed 
to that degree of perfection that can 
make riding the air a harmless de- 
light.

Chicken Salad in Mold of Aspic Jelly. 


F i r s t line the mold with aspic jelly 
and allow it to cool sufficiently to be- 
gin to harden. 
The remainder of the 
Jelly should not be kept hot, merely 
keep from forming. 
P u t in the salad 
and 
cover 
with jelly, then stand 
it 
a w a y to cool 
and 
form; 
the jelly, 
which Is added last can be quite cool, 
for it is not necessary to keep it in an 
actually liquid condition. 
The 
may- 
onnaise will not curdle; 
if the jelly 
•were too hot it might separate, 
but 
there is no necessity for this. 


Frozen Peaches. 


Pare one pound of peaches, cut into 
halves and drop Immediately into cold 
•water. 
P u t two cupfuls of sugar into 
a eaucepan over the fire with one cup- 
f u l of water; 
add six of the 
peach 
kemeler and cook until the syrup spins 
a delicate thread. Drain the f r u i t from 
the water, cut into small pieces as soon 
as the syrup is ready, strain it over 
t h e peaches. 
Cool; color delicately and 
freeze. 
The 
flavor 
of the fruit is so 
.kSflllcate that freezing almost destroys 
'It. 
When 
preserved 
or 
canned 
fpeajches are used. It Is not necessary, 
to make such a heavy syrup, as the 
t)0dy, especially In preserved peaches. 
Is already there. 
Frozen peaches and 
cream can be made by the addition of 
one pint of whipped cream added to 
the recipe before the freezing is 
fln- 
fshed. 


here to the, spoon or pan; take from 
the lire, cover and set aside for 
fif- 
teen minutes. 
Then work in, one a t a 
time, five raw eggs. 
It should then be 
a thick batter. 
This can be prepared 
an hour or two before cooking, if nec- 
essary.

CHIEF JUSTICE 


FULLER IS DEAD 


Head of Nation's Highest Tribunal 


Dies Suddenly of Heart Dis- 


ease at Summer Home , 


BECOMES 


DEATH U e P E C Ï Ï D - C n 
OF M I S T 


Bar 
Harbor. Maine, July 
4.—Chief 
Justice 
Melville 
W. 
Fuller, 
of 
the 
United States supreme court died of 
heart failure at his summer home in 
Sorrento at 6 o'clock this morning. 


The death of the chief justice was 
entirely unexpected, as he had been in 
apparently, 
good 
health 
lately, 
and 
there had^been no premonitory symp- 
tom of any kind of trouble. 
Yesterday 
he attended church as usual, and when 
he retired last night he was to all ap- 
pearances in his customary health. 


Death 
came 
about 
6 o'clock 
this 
morning. 
His 
daughter, 
Mrs. 
Na- 
thanel 
Francis and . the 
Rev. 
James 
Freeman, who was a guest of Justice 
Fuller at His Sorrento cottage, "Main- 
stay," were with the jurist when 
he 
died. 


The funeral services will be held at 
Sorrento and interment will be a t Chi- 
cago. 
The date of the funeral has not 
yet been fixed. 


Chief Justice Fuller was in his 78th 
year. 


For 
many years 
the chief 
justice 
spent his summers at Sorrento, a sum- 
mer 
colony 
located 
on 
Frenchman's 
bay, five miles from Bar Harbor. 


RISE OF JÙSTICE FULLER. 


Born in Maine and Went to Chicago 
When Young Man. 


Washington, July 4.—To Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller 
fell the 
honor 
of 
third 
rank for length of service as presiding 
justice in the highest tribunal of the 
' American 
government. 
For 
twenty- 
. two years he was chief justice of the 
supreme court of the United 
States, 
but 
Chief 
Justice Marshall 
presided 
over the court for thirty-four years 
and Chief Justice Taney for twenty- 
eight years. 
With the future rests the 
. determination of his rank among the 
eight chief justices of history for abil- 
ity 
and 
accomplishments. 
Grover 
Cleveland sent his name to the senate 
on April 30, 1888, for confirmation as 
chief justice, 
He was practically un- 
known except to members of the legal 
profession. 


Becomes Lawyer; Goes West. 
In Maine, where he was born on Feb. 
11, 1833, he had been known as a well 
behaved, rather scholarly lad. 
He had 
gone to Bowdoin college and, incident- 
ally. there won most of the prizes for 
elocution. 
He had gone down to Har- 
varl law school for one year. 
• Finally he blossomed forth as a full 
fledged lawyer and politician of a high- 
minded sort in his native city of Au- 
gusta. 
He became an associate editor 
on a 
democratic 
paper 
called "The 
Age" and about the same time 
was 
elected president of the city council 
and then city solicitor. 
Soon 
there- 
after he left Maine for the greater op- 
portunities of life in Chicago. 


First Attracts Attention. 
From 1856 to 1888 he lived in Chica- 
go, but attracted little attention out- 
side his immediate circle of friends and 
associates at the bar until he under- 
took the defense of Bishop Cheney on 
a charge of heresy. 
His knowledge on 
ecclesiastical 
history 
and 
procedure 
astonished 
those Avho conducted 
the 
.case, and his argument of the cause of., 
the bishop before the supiseme court of 
Illinois is referred to still as a forensic 
effort seldom, if ever, surpassed in th:it 
court. 


He was a delegate to the jiational 
conventions of the democratic 
party 
In 1864, 1872, 1876 and 1880." The Maine 
boy who had "gone west" accompllsh- 
eû much, however, notwithstanding i-is 
quiet life. 
He had laid the founda- 
tion for a deep understanding of th-.- 
commercial laws of the country and 
along this line had performed services 
for his clients that was estimated to 
have netted him an annual income of 
180,000. 


Is Fought fn th« Senate. 


These accomplLshments led the re- 
publican senators from Illinois to urge 
upon the democratic president the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Fuller as the 
S U C C I M - 
Bor of Chief Justice Waite. 
The nolï- 
Inatlon of Mr. Fuller, then 55 years of 
age, 
was 
followed by a 
memorable 
contest In the senate. 


The judiciary committee, with its re- 
publican majority, to which the nom- 
ination was sent April 30, held it up 
till January 2. 
Then the committee 
reported It to the senate "without rec- 
ommendation." 
For three hours that 
body 
debated 
in 
executive 
ses8l">n 
•whether to confirm or reject the nomi- 
nation. 
The attack on Mr. Fuller was 
led by Senators Edmunds and 
Stew- 
art. 
Senators Cullom and Farwell de- 
fended him. 
The reports that he had 
been a "copperhead" during the 
civil 
war and that he did not possess the 
requisite 
ability 
as a lawyer 
were 
gone over. 


Finally is Confirmée!. 
Finally, by a vote of 41 to 20 his 
nomination was confirmed. .Since that 
day the entire court as It then existed 
has passed away with the single ex- 
ception of Justice Harlan. 
Of those 
prominent In the flght over Iffs con- 
firmation 
only 
Senator 
Cullom 
re- 
mains, and President Cleveland, who 
thus honored the Illinois lawyer, has 
likewise gone to his grave. 


Throughout his services Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller was noted for the dignity 
With which he filled the position. 
He 
preserved that manner, whether on the 
bench or off of it. 
Although small of 
stature, not more than five feet, sev- 
ra inches, his wealth of silvery hair 
«nd classic features made him a com- 
manding figure wherever he appeared. 


Mark Twain's Joke. • 
Probably Mark Twain resembled the 
chief Justice In physical 
appearance 
more .than any other man of promi- 
nence in recent years. 
Frequently the 
blimolrist was mistaken for the jurist. 
One day a young lady accosted Mark 
iTjmi^on the street and wUh an opol- 
tltftt 'she had never seen thé chief

The late chief 
justice, 
as 
far 
as 
known, never expressed his opinion of 
what he thought of Twain for playing 
this little joke on him. 


Chief Justice Fuller reflected to a 
great extent his research into liter- 
ature by the style of his opinions and 
addresses. 
In the earlier days after 
going on the bench he wrote 
some 
poetry and now and then lapsed into 
poetical touches in his opinions from 
the bench. 
One of the best illustra- 
tions of this was the opinion he hand- 
ed down in 
the 
case 
of Hammond 
versus Hiskins. 


A Poetical Opinion. 


He concluded 
his opinion by 
say- 
ing: 


"In all cases where actual fraud i:-- 
not made out, but the imputation rests 
upon conjecture, 
where 
the seal of 
death 
has 
closed 
the 
lips of 
those 
whose character is involved and lapse 
of time has impaired the recollection 
of transactions and obscured their de- 
tails, the welfare of society demands 
the rigid enforcement of the rule of 
diligence. 
The hour glass must sup- 
ply the ravages of the scythe and those 
who have slept upon their rights must 
be remitted to the repose from which 
they should not have been aroused." 


His death 
today recalls 
his 
own 
words on such events expressed a t the 
centenary of the 
court twenty 
years 
ago. 


"Judges will be appointed," said he, 
"and will pass. 
One generation rapid- 
ly 
succeeds 
another. 
But, 
whoever 
comes and 
whoever 
goes, the 
court 
remains, keeping alive, through 
many 
centuries we shall not see. the light 
that burns with a constant 
radiance 
upon the high altar of American con- 
stitutional justice." 


His Famous Opinions. 


Chief 
Justic 
Fuller 
leaves 
an 
in- 
delible stamp on the laws of the coun- 
try. 
Among his most famous opinions 
are the following: 


The income tax decision, in which 
the income tax law was held to b© un- 
constitutional. 


The Danbury h ^ case, in which la- 
bor unions were held to be amenable 
to the Sherman anti-trust law. 


The Western Union Telegraiih com- 
pany vs. the commonwealth of Penn- 
sj'lvania, in'which the state was de- 
nied the right to tax telegraph 
mes- 
sages, except when intra-atate. 


The bank of Washington vs. Hume, 
in which the insurable interests of the 
wife and children in the life of hus- 
band and father was recognized as dis- 
tinguished from the claim of creditors. 


Inman vs.

county. 
They were taken from the county jail 
by a large crowd of Infuriated citi- 
zens. who broke down the doors with 
sledge hammers. 
The negroes 
shot 
Fox in the back while riding in his 
wagon, about two miles from Charles- 
ton, Saturday night. 
He died after 
identi^ing his assailants, who got $7 
in money from his pockets. 


The negroes, who,claimed Tennessee 
as their home, but whose names were 
not learned, approached Fox Saturday 
afternoon in Charleston, where he was 
trading. 
They said they were work- 
ing for a thrashing outfit 
near 
his 
place and asked permission to ride in 
his wagon. 
Between 7 and 8 o'clock 
Fox started for his home, six miles 
from Charleston, with the negroes in 
the wagon box behind. 
Two 
miles 
from town one of the negroes shot 
Fox through the 
back, 
and 
both 
searched his pockets. An approaching 
wagon caused them to run. 


Bloodhounds Trail Negroes. 
The approaching men were friends 
""^of Fox, and after picking him up and 
finding 
him mortally wounded, 
they 
went to Charleston and notified SheriflE- 
Culp, of Mississippi county. 
Blood- 
hounds were put on the trail and the 
negroes were captured in a barn about 
three miles from 
the 
scene of the 
murder. 
They 
were 
brought 
to 
Charleston and locked up. 


Fox died shortly after he had identi- 
fied the negroes, and yesterday morn- 
ing farmers from the country began 
flocking into Chai-leston.

negro was hurried into an automobile 
and taken to the spot where he had 
hid the revolver with which Fox was 
shot. 
This weapon obtained, the ner 
gro was taken back to Charleston. 


In the presence of nearly 5,000 per- 
sons, who yelled their approval, the 
second Jiegro wai^ hanged 
from the 
yar.d arm of a crossing sign at the in- 
tersection of the two branches of the 
Iron Mountain railroad. The mob was 
bent on burning the negro section of 
Charleston, but cooler heads prevailed 
and quiet was restored late last night.

VERY now and then a boy that I know 
comes bouncing into my study full of es- 
citement, and says: 


"Oh, I know a new game!" 
"A new one," I say, "are you sure ol 
that." 


"Yes indeedy, it's a new one, this is the way it 
goes," and then he shows or tells me of some game 
like hop-scotch or leap-frog, which is new to him 
because he has just grown up to it, but which has 
been played by children in many countries for hun- 
dreds and hundreds of years. 


riow do I know this is so? Why because I am 
beginning to believe that there is nothing new un- 
der the sun except perhaps just radium and the uses 
to which we put electricity, which is in itself as old 
as the world. 
But about games being old, I not 
only found that out in pictures and books but I am 
able now to show j-ou. 


Here is a queer old pitcure painted by Pieter 
Brueghel called "The Elder," who was born at 
Brueghel, near Brenda on the river Merk, in the 
Netherlands, in the year 1510. He died in 1569, so 
this picture was painted somewhere between 1530 
and 1569, for I allow him to be twenty years old, and 
it. 
The picture is now in Vienna, Austria, and is 
he was doubtless older, before he could have done 
called "Children at Play." 


Just for fun let's see how many games thej' are 
playing that you and I know and can play ourselves. 


Let us begin -way up the street. I see a troop of 
boys playing soldier, the Captain leads with a broom 
in his hands for a sword. 
Those girls sitting near 
are either playing "lady," or "school," I am not sure 
which. 
Then there are two parties doing "follow- 
my-leader" and soldier, and there are others in the 
street playing "blind-mans-buff," marbles and walk- 
ing on stilts. 


Two boys are quarreling, but I think that they 
will soon stop, for see, the old lady is leaning from 
the window and pouring water on them from a 
watering-can! A very good way to stop a quari;el 
I think. 
How do you feel about it, boys? 


There is one chap I do feel sorry for and that 
is the one who is trying to slide down that awfully 
steep cellar door. It is not half so nice as some I 
know that go down like a gentle hill. 


Look at the "leap-frog"! 
By the way, do you know what that kind of 
trousers which so many of the boys wear is called? 
Hose, or hosen, and thej' were stockings and 
trousers all in one piece, sometimes with leather 
soles to them instead of shoes. 
They called the 
jackets, doublets, or jerkins, and a great many of 
them were of leather, so you see although mother 
may have had a bad time keeping the knees and toes 
of the hosen mended, the leather doublets wore 
pretty well. Besides there was another good thing. 
Mother did not have to sew on buttons, because 
they did not use them. 
The different parts of the 
clothes were tied together with strings or lacings. 
These lacings often had metal tips to prevent their 
getting ragged or raveled, and then they were called 
"points." 


If you had lived then and were going out in 
a hurry to play with the boys you would not have 
run to mother crying: 


"Please button my coat," but you would very 
likely have gone to her and said: 


"Please Madam, truss my points." 
I do not know jttst what those children sitting 
in two rows by the fence are playing, with the two 
boys jumping down the middle. 
That group near 
them seem to be having fine sport playing "Where's 
my Rachel?" 


The game those six boys in the middle of the 
picture are playing must have been called "Tourna- 
ment," or "Tourne3%" for those were the days when 
the great Tournaments or Jousts were held, which 
you can read about in Sir Walter S -ott's "Ivanhoe." 


The two boys bending down were horses and 
they kept their balance by holding on to the stout 
belts of the boys in front of them. Then two other 
boys mounted on their backs and were the knights. 
They struggled as to who should get that leather 
strap without being "unhorsed," the "horses" them- 
selves meanwhile prancing and curvetting'about. 


Not far from them a boy and a girl have "made 
a chair" for little sister who is tired, and on the 
bench by the house a boy is playing with a tame 
dove, another one is whirling a toy by pulling a 
string, while two girls within doors are doing what? 
Dressing dolls, I do believe! 


Right down in front is "ride-a-cockhorse," "ring- 
toss," rolling hoop, riding a barrel, (did you ever try 
that?) and blowing up a bladder. This bladder was 
used in a rough game. It was blown up, the neck 
of it tied with a string and the other end ,of the 
string tied to a stick. 
Then the one who had the 
bladjier tried to hit someone with it, you can see 
them , playing it up the street. 
The boy in front 
whd is blowing up the bladder seems to have on 
some kind of a Dunce-cap. I noticed several others 
with the same kind of paper on their caps. 


Near the bladder boy is another kind of tour- 
nament game. In this one it takes three boys to 
make the horse, two bending over and one to hold 
on to. 
Two boys ride" on each horse. 
This was a 
rough game,, and you see one boy has been hurt, 
and they are putting him on the great beam. A littlf 
girl is playing stpre on one corner of this beam. 
What a pretty pair of scales she has, I wonder i | 
mother lent them to her. 


Two boys seem to have had some trouble play- 
ing with a set of blocks, and just beyond them a 
group are having "London Bridge," or that is whal 
we call it to-day, of course Dutch children had 
another name for it. They are having a good tim« 
playing it, I judge, for their mouths are all widi 
open. In the doorway a girl is balancing a broom on 
her finger, but what those seated on the steps ar^ 
playing, I cannot make out. I almost expect to se< 
that basket drop out of the window, perhaps it ha| 
cookies in it. If it was full of cookies and dropped 
how those children, who are playing whip the tog 
would run out! 
' 
There are two little girls playing at tilting witi 
long sticks with arms on them, two or three othci 
"making cheeses'? and nearby is a lovely mud ha 
With a hole to crawl in. Three boys tired of |>1« 
are having a good swim in the creek. 


I think that this is the busiest scene I ever sai 
in a picture, and I should hot be sut^risedvif thet 
were several sports going on which I havt 
looked.

- H B O U G H two centuries the championship 
of pugilism has been traced in these 
articles. There were giants in those days 
of Gaunt, Broughton, Tom Johnson, Mendoza, 
Belcher and others. 
There were giants, men of 
strength and science and greatness of heart. 
Yet it is entirely probable that the last quarter 
of a century has seen the title held by four men 
each greater than any of his predecessors. 


Purflism developed as did the rest of the 
world. 
For a time men were brought together, 
and it was a part of pride for them to stand toe 
to toe, exchanging clumsy blows until one or the 
other fell as a result of punishment or exhaus- 
tion. 
Then some genius of his day decided that 
it would be a better part of valor to evade a blow 
rather t h a n accept its full brunt. 
He was called 
weak of heart and was derided as a coward by 
men who wondered at his success and could not 
understand how he could fight his way to vic- 
tory against another of greater determination 
and more strength of heart. 


His methods in ttim were improved upon. 
Another genius arose, who not only made a 
study of how best to avoid a blow, but how best 
to accept a blow and at the same time reduce 
its weight to a minimum. 
Another improved 
upon the old time methods of prei)aration, and 
when it came his turn to fight ai>peared in the 
ring so perfectly trained that a better man than 
himself fell before him. 


And in this way, step by step, progress was 
made until the day of John 
Sullivan. By t h a t 
time men who sought laurels in the realm of 
pugilism made a study of human anatomy and 
taught themselves where best to land a blow to 
bring momentary paralysis upon an opponent. 
Sullivan swept across the continent knocking 
out all comers, allotting to each one less than 
four round% of 
fighting. 


Then came Corbett, who developed the science 
of boxing to a degree reached by no other man 
before or since his time. 
Following him came 
Fitzsimmons, so built as to constitute almost a 
physical freak. 
Far less scientific than Corbett 
and twenty pounds lighter in weight, he taught 
himself how to absorb punishment and. how to 
deliver a blow far out of proportion to his size. 
A combination of Fitzsimmons and 
Corbett 
would make an ideal pugilist, a man unbeat- 
able. 
« 


Finally came James J. Jeffries, less cunning 
than Fitzsimmons, much less scientific than 
Corbett, far less aggressive than Sullivan, yet 
capable of delivering a blow under which no 
man has yet been found to stand; so strong 
that his strength answered 
the purpose of 
science, capable by the mere swing of his pon- 
derous fists to destroy his adversars^'s defeii - 
So huge of bulk is Jeifries that lie accepts 
. ¡^ 
ishment without distress that would mean de->.;; 
to a man of less vitality. 
The size of ¿'cfrr 
makes him great. 
At liis best 
it is prohab.e 
that he was more than the equal of any man 
who ever preceded liim.

At that time Jeffries was a big, good nntiu'ed 
•tripling so awkward that he almost fell over hiui- 
ielf in the ring. 
Hi.'; strength had been developed 
to a boiler factor.v and he had not been with Corbett 
iong before the champion leamed that it was danger- 
Dus to give the lad an opportunity to land one of 
his ponderous swings. 


Jeffries alwaj's was willing to take punishment 
ind never lost his temper when Corbett in practice 
tept ni> a raf-tat-tat on hi.'; head or body. 
He never 
tired. 
He kept walking 
into 
the 
champion 
and 
showed a power of resistance that amused and In- 
terested 
the 
observers. 
Corbett 
was 
then 
being 
iraiucd by Wiliam Delaney, who also took the young 
giant iiniler hi.s protection. 
Delaney saw in Jeffries 
promising material. 
Jeffries, never egotistical, soon 
learned lhat the chnmpion could not seriously hurt 
him and, further, that while it was difRcuIt for him 
to reach Coi-Itett. it was possible for him to tire the 
chamr)ion out and finally land a punch that might 
work disaster. 


Jeffries sat in Corbett's corner during the fight 
with Fitzsimmons. watched every move of the two 
gladiators and the next day left Carson City con- 
vinced in his own mind that he could whip either 
the old or the new champion. He confided hi.s confi- 
fienee to Delaney. who went so far as to say that 
with proper training .Teffries might be made into 
3 champion and cautioned him to say nothing to any- 
body of his aspirations, and the two then began a 
campaign ef preparation that lasted for more than 
two years. 


Jeifries' first efforts in the ring were barely good 
en'^ugh to make him worthy of the consideration of 
the publii'. 
None of hLs opponents could hurt him, 
but on the oilier hand he lacked speed and had not 
yet Iearne<l how to plant his blows, heavy though 
they were, in a manner to bring victory. 
Little by 
litfle the big fellow was taught how to handle him- 
pelf, until finajly his msnager. W. A. Brady, and his 
trainer, Delaney. thought him worth a try-out In the 
best of company. 


An invasion of the East was planned, a double 
match was arranged. Jeffries undertaking to stop 
Bob Armstrong and Steve O'Donnell, each in.side of 
ten rounds in the same ring. 
Armstrong succeeded 
In st.Tying the ten rounds with Jeffries, who had the 
excuse of having broken his thumb early in the con- 
test. 
The bout with O'Donnell was called off and 
Jeffries returned to California, having established 
little reputation for himself. 
Jeffries' thumb 
was 
broken as a result of his lack of knowledge as to how 
to land a blow. The accident was a real benefit to 
him, as he took up again the task of learning how 
to handle his fists so as to do the most damage to 
another and the least to himself. 


In due season a match was made for Jeffries wmi 
I'he champion, Robert Fitzslmmoas, and ^ e now hlB- 
toric contest wa.s held at Coney IsL-xnd June 9, 1899. 
Few 
believed that the big fellow would have a 
chance to wrest the title from its holder. 
In fact, 
the great majority were of the opinion that the fight 
would merely give Fitzsimmons another opportunity 
to demonstrate his superiority over all^other pugil- 
ists. 


The Confidence of Jeffries. 


Jeffries, however, held a contrary opinion. Not for 
one moment did he doubt his own prowesis. 
Delaney 
also believed In him and they succeeded in con- 
vincing those who helped the big fellow to train that 
he had more than an even chance with Fitzsimmons. 
Tommy Eyan, who had succeeded to the middleweight 
championship when Fitzsimmons stepped Into the 
heavyweight division, and who was one of the crafti- 
est of ring generals, engaged to teach Jeffries some 
of the finer points of fighting, and entered his train- 
ing camp at Allenhurst, N. J. 
Jeffries occupied t6e 
same cottage that Corbett j i v e d in when preparing 
for his battle with John L. Sullivan. 
Fitzsimmons, always a careful trainer, engaged 


quarters 
at 
Bath 
Beach, 
where he rave, to himself 
as careful a preparation as 
he received for the 
fight 
with 
Corbett 
at 
Carson 
City. 


No taint or suspicion ev:r 
attached itself to the bat- 
tle that gave the laurels to 
Jeffries. 
It is true 
that 
Fitzsimmons more than 
a 
year after the fight made 
the allegation that he aad 
been 
poisoned 
after 
the 
second round by one of Lis 
seconds, maintaining 
that 
if it had not been for that 
he would 
have 
retained 
the championship. 
The re- 
sult of his second fight with 
Jeffries, 
however, 
fully 
demonstrated the fact that 
the better man had 
won 
and that 
the only poison 
Fitzsimmons had received 
had been contained In Jef- 
fries' knockout fist.

fought. There wa.s 
little gallery play that night; each man was eager for 
the tray and neither attempted to overimpress his 
opponent. Fitzsimmons was the first to appear in the 
ring with his seconds, Martin Julian, Jack Everhardt 
and Yank Kenny. 
The 
champion, 
however, was 
hardly through the ropes before Jeffries was shoul- 
dering his way down the aisle. 
With him were his 
squires, Billy Delaney, Jim Daly and Jack Jeffries, 
the last named being his brother. 


George Siler, who had refereed the fight between 
Corbett and Fitzsimmons, was the third man in the 
ring. 
No great amount of money had been bet on 
the fight, which was for a purse of $25,000, but in 
such wagers as had been made Fitzsimmons was the 
favorite at 2 to 1. 
As the two men stood side by 
side, Jeffi-ies towering over his slender opponent, a 
few bets were made at the ringside, the followers of 
Fitzsimmons freely offering their money at 10 to 4. , 


When the gong sounded It was seen that Tommy 
Ryan had taught his pupil a peculiar defence, one 
that was especially effective against the known tac- 
tics of Fitzsimmons. 
Jeffries leaned far forward 
with his left arm .stretched out, slightly crooked at 
the elbow, his left shoulder protecting his chin, while 
his stomach was withdrawn from danger threatened 
by Fitzsimmons' 
fist. 
* 


The big fellow In his preliminary movements looked 
slow and awkward, and the Comishman showed ab- 
solute contempt by stalking forward without show 
of defence, started a feint with his right and then, 
moving toward his man, lunged forward with his 
left. Right there came the first surprise of the fight 
and the first intimatioil thai Fitzsimmons might not 
retain his title. 
Jeffries?' arm straightened and his 
glove smashed square into the face of Fitzsimmons, 
driving him back full two steps. 


Fitz Is Amazed. 


Fitzsimmons came on again, swinging his left for 
Jeffries' stomach, which, however, was far out of 
his reach. 
Then he brought the right up, barely 
grazing the jaw. 
They clhiched and at the break- 
away Jeffries surprised and electrified the crowd by 
whipping a snapping left to his opponent's face. 
The 
blow 
was 
so unexpected 
that 
Fitzsimmons 
was 
dazed, more as the result of astonishment than from 
the physical effect. The round closed with the hon- 
ors distinctly in favor of Jeffries, who was roundly 
cheered as he took his seat. 


Fitzsimmons was plainly nettled, and as he came 
out of his corner to open the second round he held 
his right fist doubled and ready to land on the jaw. 
But again he encountered a surprise, Jeffries simply 
straightening out his left arm, which he held out in 
front of him like a jibboom. 
He caught Fitzsim- 
mons on the nose, landing with much force. 
Fitz- 
simmons came back with the first har^ blow he had 
succeeded In landing. 
He reached Jeffries' ribs and 
then clinched. 
He remembered his experience In 
the breakaway in the first round and was careful, but 
he barely succeeded In escaping a right swing for 
the body that was heavy enough to have staved In 
his ribs had It landed. 


For a time Fitzsimmons kept at arms' length and 
succeeded in getting his left twice across to Jeffries' 
jaw with some little force. 
He was fooled into 
thinking that he had solved the big fellow's defence 
and stepped In with an attempt to swing what he 
hoped would be a knockout punch. 
In effect the 
fight ended right there. 
Jeffries repeated his tac- 
tics, drawing Fitzsimmons 
on until 
he was well 
within reach, then straightened out his left, landing 
on the chili with such great force that the champion 
was picked , clean off his feet and landed on his 
ha<|nches qp the m a t 
Fitzsimmons fell so hard that 
he /was thoroughly shaken up. 


Later on, speaking of the flght, Fitzsimmons said 
that while the blow was a terrific one he was more 
^dazed by the effect of the fall than as a direct result 
of the blow. 


It was plain that Fitzsimmons was hui^ '.but he did 
not take advahtage of the full count otfei^d by the 


referee. lie pi. kcd Uiins'.'lf 
up, and 
with 
lii"^ charac- 
teristic s h a m b l i n g gait 
moved in toward Jeffries, 
swinging savagely with his 
left, 
which 
missed 
and 
was followed by his right, 
which also failed to con- 
nect. 


The second round, like the first, was all in favor of j the onslaught of his gigantic opponent. 


Jeffiies .waitiS 
for 
him, 
along his left arm much as though it 
had been a rifle. 


The round 


Jeffries. 
The big fellow was unmarked and unin- 
jured. 
Fitzsimmons went to his corner with blood 
flowing from his nostrils and mouth. 
His sccotids 
worked hard over him, but when he wejit out for the 
third round blood still trickled down his chin. 
He 
was thoroughly enraged, and he made for Jeffries, 
showing plainly his desire to get to close quarters 
and swap blows. 


Jeffries waited for him, sighting along his left arm 
much as though it were a rifle. When Fitzsimmons 
came within range that mighty left again straight- 
ened itself and the glove landed with damaging ef- 
fect on the nose. 


Jeffries' method of fighting was not particularly 
attractive, but it was thoroughly effective. 
He sur- 
prised his friends and astonished the frieuds of Fitz 
simmons by outfighting and outpointing his adver- 
sary in every manner. 
Fitzsimmons was plainly puz- 
zled. 
He scuflled about the ring, endeavoring to 
manoeuvre the big fellow into giving him an opening. 
He tried a right for the ribs, which was short, and 
accepted a hard right to the cheek in return. 
This 
nettled the champion, who lost his judgment and 
rushed forward, swung with his.left, barely touching 
Jeffries' face. The big fellow clinched and landed a 
heavy right on his adversary's body. 
In tho break- 
away Fitzsimmons brought his left up to the chin 
with much foix-e, but was driven back by a hard right 
under the heart. A quick exchange followed, and the 
crowd did not fail to note that there was more force 
behind the youngster^s blows and that he was not 
injured by the gloves of the champion. 


Out of the Crouch. 


This sort of work pleased .Teffries, and for a mo- 
ment he came out of his crouch. 
This apparently 
was exactly what Fitzsimmons had been hoping for. 
He t e a s ^ the big fellow into leading a left 
Fitz- 
simmons moved his head so as to escape the full 
force of the blow and then swung a tremendous 
right that landed squarely on Jeffries' nock. 
Such 
a blow as this Fitzslmmon.s had never landed on anv 
opponent without sending him to the mat. 
The 
gong clanged a second after the blow landed. 
Fitz- 
simmons, walking to his corner, stopped for an in- 
stiint and locked back to see what effect his smash 
ha<l had ujjon Jeffries. He was surprised to see the 
big fellow smiling and fully at ease. 
There was 
nothing about him to indicate that he had been even 
shaken by the force of the blow. 


Jeffries' seconds cautioned him against permitting 
Fitzsimmons to decoy him ovt of his crouch, and 
when he went to the centre for the fourth round he 
was back In the position assumed at the beginning 
of the fight. This round opened as did most of the 
others. 
Fitzsimmons walked boldly in, swinging 
for the ribs, only to run against Jeffries' jibboom 
left, which smashed into his face again, bringing the 
crimson to his nose and lips. 
Jeffries was quick on 
his feet and forced Fitzsimmons back, driving his 
left to the ribs and then bjpinglng it up to the jaw. 
Fitzsimmons shook his head, plainly showing that 
he did not like the treatih^t. 
He hooked Jeffries 
on the chin without effect, ffen drove In a right and 
left to the stomach, causing the big fellow to clinch. 
Jeffries was angry and again showed his willingness 
to swap punches. 


Toe to toe and body to body the two gladiatoi-s 
stood, each swing both of his 
fists. 
Fitzsimmons 
landed a hard right on the ear, while Jeffries scored 
a harder left to the stomach and then drove his right 
with much force to the temple. 
Fitzsimmons was 
perglstent, but was overmatched. 
Jeffries^ blows 
were heavier than hltr, and ^o the best that he could 
the champion was compelled 
around utkder 


closed with the crowd on its feet cheering the new- 
comer. 


At the opening of the fifth round FMtzsimmons 
rushed clear across the ring, feinted with his 
right 
and then swung his left, which cut a long and det'p 
gash over Jeffries' right eye. Jeffries was not dazed, 
but 
was 
surprised. 
Fitzsimmons 
took 
advantage 
of this and smashed in two heavy left blows to his 
opponent's chin. Any one of these blows would have 
been 
sufiScient 
to 
distress 
another, 
but 
they 
had no other effect upon Jeffries than to cause him 
to fight wildly. 
A call from his corner steadied the 
big fellow, and he drove Fitzsimmons back, swinging 
his huge arms like piston rods. 
He lodged a heavy 
right hand blow under Fitzsimmons' heart and then 
accepted a left to the face m order that he might, 
land a similar blow. 
Fitzsimmons slipped to the 
floor, but was quickly on his feet. 
Jeffries backed 
him clear acro.ss the ring, placing three lefts on his 
mouth. 
Just as the gong sounded 
Fitzsimmons 
straightened the big fellow up with a heavy blow im- 
mediately over the heart. This was the hardesr round 
of the battle and the only thus far in which Fitz- 
simmons had an even break. 
When they went to 
their corners it was seen that Jeffries was in no man- 
ner distl-essed. The betting had changed and Jeffries 
money was offered in great quantities without favor 
being asked. 


Fitzsimmons 
opened 
the 
sixth 
round, 
forcing 
Jeffries along the ropes. 
The champion made two 
very wild left swings, attempting to persuade Jeffries 
to give him an opening for his right 
The big fellow 
fell into the trap, and the blow that he received just 
below the point of the jaw could be heard in HII parts 
of the arena. 
It staggered him for a moment, but as 
the gong sounded he was still fighting with much 
vim and full willingness. .Jeffries failed to land many 
blows in this round, which was all in favor of thè 
champion. 


Nearing the End. 


Fitzsimmons, hoping and apparently expecting to 
follow up the advantage that had been his in the pre- 
ceding round, opened ^he seventh with a solid left 
to the mouth. 
Jeffries had exaggerated his crouch, 
b u t enraged by this blow, he straightened up and 
s t n ^ k out with his left, landing with great force upon 
the stomach. 
This halted Fitzsimmons, who also re- 
ceived a blow on the jaw that made his head rock. 
Fitzsimmons continued the aggressive, however, and 
Jeffries was content to protect himself from damage 
for the rest of the round. Just before the gong sound- 
ed Jeffries caught Fitzsimmons a stinging blow on 
the mouth with bis left but as he smiled his elation 
Fitzsimmons came back with a left that drove the 
flesh of Jeffries' upper Hp between two of his teeth, 
ills seconds had difficulty in remedying this, and 
when he came up for the eighth round a trickle of 
blood showed at each coraer of his mouth. 


Fitzsimmons was overanxious and swung heavily 
with both hands as he came to the centre. 
Jeffries 
was coy and escaped injury. 
Suddenly he straight- 
ened up and drove the champion's head back with a 
heavy left to the nose that came near resulting in a 
knockout. The crowd was on its feet cheering wildly. 
Fitzsimmons, angered through and through, rushed 
Jeffries to the ropes, swinging without effect 
A 
straight left to the champion's body was followed by 
a right that reopened the cut over his eye. 
Jeffries 
scored right and left to the ribs and Fitzsimmons 
countered and c a ^ near going to the mat. 
Fitzsim- 
mons was distressed and nonpiussed, but attempted to 
appear thoroughly satisfied with the progress he was 
making. 
Dtiring the intermission he talked with his 
seconds and most of the time stood leaning against 
the T&pea, refusing to sit ID TI^ nhàir, that had hoen 
placed fn* 
• 


At the opening oif t!i« 
ninth round the champion 
swung his right and held 
his left ready poised - or a 
possible 
knockout 
blow. 
His satisfaction, however, 
was completely lost when 
Jeffries rapped 
him 
over 
the nose with a left that al- 
most sent him to the mat 
and again covered him with 
blood. 
Fitzsimmons threw 
all caution to the wind and 
attempted 
to 
force 
the 
fighting, swinging with so 
much force that when 
he 
missed he turned himself 
half round, leaving himself 
open for the heavy blows 
of his adversary. 
A right 
under 
the 
heart 
and 
a 
heavy left to the face weak- 
ened 
Fitzsimmons, 
who 
feigned helplessness. 
Jef- 
fries straightened himself 
up, 
setting to deliver 
a 
knockout. 
Fitzsimmons dodged his left and then 
electrified the crowd by driving home a solar plexus 
blow—^just such as had won the championship for 
him in Carson City, when he knocked out Corbett 
Jeffries did not attempt to conceal the fact that the 
blow hurt him, but was little distressed when he 
went to his comer. 


Some thought 
that 
Fitzsimmons 
was 
feigning 
weakness when he shambled out of his comer for 
the tenth. 
Jeffries was cautious, and, taking advan- 
tage of a wild swing on the part of his opponent, 
clinched. This manoeuvre showed the big fellow that 
the champion really had weakened under the punish 
ment administered to him. 
Jeffries backed out of 
the clinch still holding his left out before him. Fitz- 
simmons again stepped into a nose crusher, and, 
shaking his head, made a charge upon Jeffries as 
though he would annihilate him. 
Jeffries timed the 
msh and brought his left up with a crash to tha 
chin. 
Fitzsimmons' arms fell to his side, he swayed 
for a moment and then dropped back full length 
upon the floor, 
ifany thought the champion 
was 
out but he succeeded in regaining his feet before tha 
count. 
He was reeling, however, and It was ap- 
parent that the end was merely being delayed. 
Ht 
tried to clinch, but Jeffries pushed him off with hla 
right, swung his left to the jaw and again the cham- 
pion measured his full length upon the floor. 


Again Fitzsimmons regained his feet and attempted 
to stagger Into a clinch. 
Jeffries was a bit over 
anxious and missed his left swing. 
Then he brought 
a hard right, which threw the champion against the 
ropes, where he was swaying when the gong sent 
him to his corner. 


Some of those nearest to him urged Martin Julian 
to give up the contest for Fitzsimmons.

All three went 
early—indeed, very early—and while the office man 
and one photographer devoted themselves to making 
a few preliminary pictures upstairs, the other photog- 
rapher, camera in hand, sat waiting belowln the re- 
ception hall—waiting for the staff men of the news- 
papers.

An economical and pretty arrange- 
ment of flowers Is to fill the corner jars 
with green, reserving blol^soms for the 
center. Box, for eajample, will keep for 
more than a month, and Is pretty in 
the jars, especially If the top and the 
sides are clipped In formal fashion. 
Left in natural irregular lengths, it Is 
also effective. Any flowers^ in the cen- 
ter Ipoic wen with this arrangement.

As to external treatment to apply to 
the skin daily here are several lotions, 
which, if thejr do not Improve, will be 
harmless, and therefore are worth try- 
ing. An old remedy is made from two 
drams of iodide

potassium, -one 
ounce of glycerine and a pint of rain 
water, or soft water. These are mixed

Action will be slow, and if the skin 
has a tendency 
to 
become 
dry, .ns 
though chapped, the application must 


be omitted until 
snioothness Is re- 
stored. Stronger and to be more care- 
fully used is another lotion made from 
thirty grains of iodide of potassium, 
fifteen grains of iodine and a pint of 
rain water, or distilled water. A quar- 
ter of the water is used for blending 
the first two ingredients before all is 
added.

Correct spacing in writing a formal 
invitation or acknowledging one be- 
speaks good breeding. 
For example, 
in formal, communications 
no word 
may be divided. If all syllables cannot 
go on one line, the word must be be- 
gun on the line below. Thjp is a rigid 
and inflexible rule, 
the only greater 
solecism 
being to 
divide 
a 
proper 
name. 
To do this is absolutely un- 
pardonable. 


Theréfore to have invitation or ac- 
knowledgment, be it regret or accept- 
ance, look as it should, care must be 
given to spacing, for margins on both 
left and right sides must be conformed 
to, although that on the right may be 
a trifle ragged in line. 
Yet the more 
perpendicular this can be made the 
better, and by writing a draught flrst 
the communication, when copied and 
sent, will be better. . 


Another point to be' adhered to Is 
that proper names shall be on lines by 
themselves, just as in engraved in- 
vitations, although there, is more lati- 
tudè In this. 
The word "accept" or 
"regret" may be on t^e first line with 
the name or names of those writing or 
sending, but under ho circumstances 
may a word precede a name on a line. 
Whatever is written before-must go on 
the line above. 


No line of a formal communication 
may begin "with the word "and," or, 
indeed, any conjunction or preposition. 
When wording 
requires 
the use of 
Suchi spacing is always to be arranged 
so the^mall word will be thé last on 
the line above, and effort should be 
made to make 
each 'line read as a 
phtfose unbVokeh, 'as 
"accept 
with 
pleasure," Instead of "accept with;" on 
one iihe, "pleasure" be^hnlng <ne line 
below. 


Also It Is Imperative that an Invl- 
tatldn' or acknowledgment written in 
the third person-shall be kept on the. 
front -page. 
Etiquette 'does ' not ap-

Formal communications always have 
the date written in full at the lowei 
left hand corner.

Th® Original Intelligence. 


W h a t Is" the source of 
invention? 
^Back of our thinking and wisdom and 
device there must be an original in- 
telligence. 
"This also cometh 
forth 
f r o m the Lord of Hosts, who is won- 
derful in counsel and excellent in ef- 
fectual working." 
And from the ob- 
eervatlon of the farmer using different 
Instruments for 
different 
work, 
he 
ergues from the 
workman 
to God. 
f r o m the creation to the Creator, and 
takes u s straight from ourselves 
to 
the «reat Central Sun, of which we all 
a r e rays. 
This is Isaiah's argument 
for the existence of God, and he has 
redeemed 
the 
argument 
from 
the 
province of cold theology to that of 
practical experience. 
That, after all. 
Is the safest sphere. 
Not e\.'?vy one 
can be satisned with tlm conclusions 
derived by purely 
montr.l prccesses. 
B u t conclusions drawn from per.<5onal 
experiences are beyonci doubt. 
And- 
though we may not be able to ex- 
plain them to our neighbors, yet we 
a w unable to withstand those things 
•Which experience has taught. 
So there 
are two things that I wish to set be- 
fore you this morning. 
First I shall 
study Isaiah's argument for the exlst- 
tence of God, "who is wonderful in 
counsel and excellent in working;" and 
then I shall bring before you .three 
•Impie pictures 
of 
God's wonderful 
workings in creation, providence and 
redemption. 
First, will you notice how 
the prophet arrives at his Idea of God? 


In the prophecy of Jeremiah we find 
t h a t God is spoken 
of 
as "great in 
= eèunsel and mighty In work." 
That 
Is, his thought and his act are In per- 
fect accord. 
His act is as large as his 
thought. 
Now, the prophet Isaiah no- 
li' tlced, as we all have done, that this Is 
i 
à combination that Is never found In 
' man. 
A man's thought and Ideal and 
desire are so much larger than 
his 
greatest 
achievement. 
There Is no 
correspondence between what a man 
hopes to do and the things he can act- 
ually accomplish. 
Some months ago 
the papers recorded the death of 
a 
man whose name for years had been 
on every tongue. 
His Inventive mind 
had seen an ingenious machine that 
promised relief to the toiling masses. 
Men applauded his idea, they waited 
Impatiently for Its perfection. 
By and 
by it was finished; It was magnificent 
as a work of genius and 
invention. 
There was only one thing to 
disap- 
point—there was no power to drive 
It. 
It remains to this day only as a 
monument to the Inventor's failure. It 
was wonderfuMn counsel, but it was 
weak in effectual working. 


The Dreams of Invention. 


There are men today who in fancy, 
at least, are navigating the air and the 
most 
ingenious machines 
have 
been 
built. 
That 
dream will be 
realized, 
and the air wMI be filled with human 
b i ^ s . 
W h a t lacks today Is not coun- 
• e l . ^ u t only sufficient power. 
There 
Is now only disparity between what we 
think and what we 
are able to do. 
-. And by proverb at least we have tried 
to Join youth with old age, strength 
with wisdom and we reçommè^nd "old 
â men for counsel and young men for 
V w a r . " 


.Go into the schools of the citj', and 
you will see there two classes of boys. 
There Is 
the long-headed 
boy. who 
gives promise of thought and Inven- 
tion. 
He sits long over his books, and 
In moments of reflection his eye has a 
f a r - a w a y look. 
He is the seer. 
And 
by his side there sits the round-head- 
ed boy. 
Pick him out for action. He 
Is into all kinds of mischief, and cares 
less for books than for play. 
But he 
will grow up to be the executive of his 
country. 
He will be the soldier. 
He 
may not be the statesman, but\he can 
be the politician, and will bring things 
to pass. 
This same difference may be 
found among the girls, for every home 
has its Mary, who sits and learns, and 
Its Martha, who 
Is "cumbered 
with 
much serving." 


Giants in Thought and Action. 


This condition Is essentially human. 
Some are giants In thought, and oth- 
ers are giants In action. 
But 
why 
cannot we do all that we plan? 
W h y 
cannot the musician bring from his In- 
strument all the melodies which 
he 
hears In his soul? 
the painter throw 
upon the canvas his most perfect con- 
ceptions of beauty? t h e sculptor bring 
f r o m the marhle his finest visions of 
a r t ? 
W h y cannot the Inventor per- 
fect hÎB plan, and the statesman and 
thé philanthropist and the legislator? 
W h y cannot I do all that I wish? W e 
the 
finest 
Impulses, 
we 
are 
p r o m p t e d to the noblest things, and If 
• Îtf9y could only be accomplished, why, 
Ihe very trees of the wood would clap 
À e l r hands for Joy. 


Well, we are feeble In action because 
iff'the 
uncertainty of human life. This 
Utile moment 
of 
three-score-and-ten 
^ 
not long enough to do véry much. 
V o . m a n can do much who has to keep 
eye on the cloék. 
Is^was Interested 
tveninic 
In revlewln* the life of 
;Macatilay. 
jSn«,ourage4 by , fame and

from, the accession of James II. down 
to thé time of men then living. 
But 
while he was penning that sentence, 
grim death looked over his shoulder 
and smiled, and, reaching out a long 
and bony finger, divorced the thought 
from the act, and the history was nev- 
er 
finished. 
How many a statesman, 
how many a philanthrophlst has con- 
trived plans for the world's betterment, 
only to enrich his time with thought 
but never with awtion! 
How many a 
boy has looked far into the future and 
seen castles 
in which 
he meant to 
dwell! 
The 
sun 
sparkled 
In their 
glassy fronts and their domes glist- 
ened in the open sky, but the boy has 
never reached those castles; for men 
may be great in thought, but they are 
likewise feeble in effectual working. 


Then action is often defeated by the 
changeableness of human.«oplnlon. Men 
vacillate In their plans. 
They swing 
round and round like the weathef vane 
in the wind. 
Foundations laid by one 
generation are not always builded up- 
on by the next. I know a river which 
man planned to bridge. 
Piers 
were 
built, and then the project was aban- 
doned, and now the river as it swells 
and surges about those pers laughts at 
the plans of mortals, and seems to say 
In definite glee, "Men may come and 
men may go, but I go on forever." 


Lack of Moral Earnestness.^ 


Sometimes our plans fail from sheer 
Inability. 
Let me Illustrate from the 
sphere of state. 
Read tíie laws of this 
commonwealth for the past fifty years 
and you will think you must be in 
heaven. 
Every evil is extirpated 
so 
far fis legislation goes. 
Surely if these 
laws express? the wish of 
this people 
they muBt be perfect. 
But turning to 
look át things as they are, we exclaim 
with 
Hamlet: . "There 
is 
something 
rotten in the state." 
Legislation fails, 
not beoau-se the vision is lacking, but 
berau.-o of the lack of .moral earnest- 
ne.'s.s. 
IJut if men ^-^late the 
laws, 
n^ake more laws. 
That is like saying 
if a man is not hungry bring him more 
dinners. 
It is not more food the man 
wants, it Is more appetite. 
It Is not 
more laws we want, but more morals. 
Religiously we want a tonic. Dr. W a t - 
son uttered 
a 
truth 
when 
he 
said: 
"Man does not hate the good, he simply 
lets It alone. 
He does not love the 
evil, he simply does It." 


Oftentimes ' failure with man» Is due 
to the absence 
of harmony 
between 
the plans which he forms and the ma- 
terial with which he must work. 
The 
plan Is larger than the 
opportunity. 
A block of marble Is still In existence 
with Which the 
Inspired Any^lo 
at- 
tempted to embody one of his visions. 
But It was too amall, and had to be 
cast aside. 
The experience is often 
repeated. 
"Men have too much steam 
for their machinery, or too much ma- 
chinery for their steam." 
And as they 
struggle to embody their hopes they 
seem to be like the man who envies the 
ocean as It leaps and billows on the 
rocky coast. 
| 


Break, break, break.

coincidence 
between plan and accomplishment 
is 
due to the result of growth. 
W® be- 
gin as children. 
Have you 
watched

he Is semiring the plain, and he en- 
courages his toy with his Infant chir- 
rup. 
He plays at soldier with his little 
gun, and as he builds his blocks into a 
house, he fancies himself a master ar- 
chitect. 
But if you see that child In 
thirty years and he still plays with the 
same toys, your heart Is sad.. We ex- 
pect the child to grow. 
We grow our- 
selves, and thè plans of the youth have 
no pfece In the thought of the man. 
The boy 
smiles a t the 
wish of 
the 
child, the young m a n smiles a t the boy, 
maturity 
smiles 
at 
the young 
man, 
and old age smiles a t us all. 
Walk 
down the street with your child and 
observe the objects which attract his 
fancy. 
Go down with him thirty years 
after, and see how different are 
his 
tastes. 
And so we walk down life's 
highway and could now doubtless buy 
all that we once wished, but they have 
no charm for us now. 
And the plans 
that once we formed are today only 
matters of amusement. 


The prophet's argument then Is this:. 
When you find a being in whom this 
Is not true, where means are always 
adapated 
to 
ends, 
where 
action 
is 
commensurate with plan, that being Is 
God; he Is not far from any of us, 
and If we will we may see him as he 
walks with stately step down all the 
ages. 
Listen! 
Do you hear his foot- 
falls? 


Notice what we have said. 
Failure 
in rhan Is due to uncertainty of life, to 
changeableness of opinion, to 
Inabil- 
ity, to absence of 
harmony 
between 
plan and material, and to the effects 
of growth. 
None of these things can 
be said of God. 
Ño uncertainty 
of 
life, for he Is eternal; nb change of 
opinion, for he Is Immutable; no In- 
ability, for he is Omnipotent; no ab- 
sence of harmony, for he is wise and 
has an eternal plan; no change due to 
growth, for he Is the same-yesterday, 
today and forever. 
This being, says 
the prophet. Is God, "who Is wonderful 
In counsel, and excellent In efCectüal 
working."

What did Jesus mean by this? Simply

work.

hideous noises. 
Y ^ marvel that It Is 
called music. 
B u t ' a t the proper dis- 
tance Its harmony Is perfect, and It 


falls upon you like a spell. 
You have 
seen the domei of the building which

While yet there 
was no woj|d, even then there was a 
cross, ^ n a when the world was made 
and the morning stars sang together

You w e i r the cross 
upon your necks, and emblazoned on 
your bosoms. 
Know you that it repre- 
sents three things, "Sin and its heln- 
ousness, man and his preclousness, and 
God and his faithfulness." 


We are till in the battle, too near to 
see the triumph, for the smoke hides

low helpers to the 
truth. 
He 
has 
small errands for children to do, like 
taking a flower to a sick person, or 
food ib someone who Is poor. 
He has 
larg^ things for the older people to do 
to help In making this a better world 
here and now. 


The third basket has In It the lesson 
about John the Baptist In prison. 
He 
would n o t . h a v e been there If he had 
not bravely rebuked the wickedness of 
Herod and Herodlas. 
Courage is the 
food we. find in this basket. 
Let us 
never stop to measure danger when we 
have a duty to perform. 


John and Charles Wesley were out- 
spoken preachers, and oftentimes their 
lives were threatened by angry mobs. 
It was while hiding from such a mob 
one' day that 
Charles Wesley 
wrote 
that matchless hymn, "Jesus, Lover of 
My Soul." 


The fourth basket has in It the les- 
son about the wicked cities of Chora- 
tln, Bethsalda and Capernaum, whose 
inhabitants would not become the fol- 
lowers of Jesus though they had often 
hear His wise teaching, and had seen 
His wonderful works of healing 
the 
lame and blind and sick. 
This food 
would sefm to be very bitter, but Jesus 
makes it sweet by telling u s that those 
who will love and serve Him shall have 
sweet peace In their souls. "Come unto 
Me and I will give you rest." 
The 
Roman Emperor Augustus heard of a 
man who was accustomed to sleep all 
the night through though he had many 
cares and was heavily burdened with 
debt. 
The e m p t o r desired to buy his 
bed, and when asked why,, he replied 
"that it seemed to, him .to be 
some 
wonderful 
bed, 
w o r t h , the 
biiying, 
whereon a maiti could s l e ^ thfit wuf sp

taken; It was not the bed, but the yoke 
of 'Christ 
that 
enabled 
the m a n 
to 
sleep. 
Worry^ Is what 
keeps 
people 
awake in their beds In the watches of 
the night. Many suggestions have been 
offered to induce sleep, but nothing Is 
so soothing as to commune with God. 


The fifth basket has In It the lesson 
about the 
Sabbath. 
The 
Pharisees 
found fault with Jesus for permitting 
His disciples to pick off only enough 
grain to satisfy their hunger as they 
were passing through the field. 
They 
also found fault with Jesus because He 
healed a man's withered hand on the 
Sabbath day. 
Jesus was the ^ r d 
of 
the Sabbath, an.d He knew better than 
they how to keep the Sabbath 
day 
holy. 
The food for us in this basket 
will help us to keep God's Sabbaths in 
a way that will be pleasing to Him. 


The sixth basket has in It the lesson 
about some people who hated Jesus, 
and wanted to make others think that 
he was not the Son o f God, but the 
helper of satan. 
Do you think there is 
bitter food In this basket? 
Jesus ha^ 
made it sweet, becauae he has told lis 
about his resurrection from the dead, 
which would prove him to be the Son 
of God. 
And more than this, h e has 
promised t h a t - because he rose from 
the dead, we shall rise also. Dr. Bonar- 
has said: 
"The 
heathen 
sorrowed 
without hope. A shattered 
pillar; 
a 
ship gone to pieces; a race lost; a harp 
lyihg 
on 
the 
ground with 
snapped 
strings, with all its music lost; a. flow- 
er bud crushed—these were the sad u t - 
terances of their hopeless grief. 
The 
thought of death came not to cheer the 
parting or brighten the sepulchre." 


The seventh basket has In It the les- 
son about the death of John the Bap- 
tist. And how terrible was that death! 
His head 
c u t 
from 
his' body by a 
sword, because a wicked k i n r had told 
a fiendish young girl t h a t - h e 
would 
give her whatever she would ask of 
him. W h a t food did the Sunday school 
world 
find in this? 
First: 
Not 
to 
cherish a grudge in the heart against 
any one as Herod did against John. It 
has led to murder many times. 
Sec- 
ond: "Be very careful not to make a 
bad promise. 
Third: 
It is better to 
break a bad promise than to. keep it. 
The whole world would have honored 
Herod 
if he had refused to behead 
John when Salome requested It. 


The eighth basket is filled with the 
lesson about Jesus feeding the multi- 
tude v^ith five kJttves and two fishes. 
He had sought rest after his 
many 
labors, but the change opened up even 
a greater i^ctlvity, and he knew 
oo 
wearineea until after he had fed the 
people ahd sent them to their homes. 


TThe ninth basket has . in it the les- 
son about Jesu^ walking on the sea. 
In this we wlU find food to strengthen 
our faith. -IPeter might have walked 
on the waves all the way from the boat 
to Jesus If.he had had more faith; as 
It was, his little'faith enabled him to 
take a few stess. 
He began to sink 
only when he lost his faith. 


The tenth basket contains the lesson 
about the mother who came to Jesus 
arid asked him to cure her little daugh- 
ter. 
She was not just the kind of a 
mother that Jesus had been used to 
helping, but because she begged him 
so earnestly and had such strong faith 
that he could cure her daughter. Jesus 
said it sboiild be done. This is a good 
basket for mothers to take food from. 
Jesus Is more willing to help 
them 
with their children than they 
think. 
And it should make children happy 10 
know that Jesus listens to their moth- 
ers' prayers.

One of the; greatest problems before 
the American people has been how to 
Interest in rural life . and attach to 
the farm the young man who has ac- 
quired a liberal education and 
dis- 
played a capacity for leadership. The 
loss of rural leaders by emigration to 
the city' has bjeen one, of the most 
serious retrogressive factors . in 
our 
whole civilization. 
The Farmers' Co- 
operative 
jDemonstratlon 
Work 
has 
solved the' problem. 
These 
young 
men left the farm because they were 
repelled by the hardships, excessive 
toil, and meager gains on the farm 
and were allured'by a seemingly grea- 
ter oportunity to acquire wealth, in- 
fluence, and position in the city. 
The 


demonstration 
work 
undertakes 
to 
create in the schoolboy a love of the 
farm and a new hope by showing the 
wonderful pòssibilitièS Of the sóli When 
properly managed and the ease with 
which wealth and distinction are ach- 
ieved in rural life when science and 
art Join hands. 
This is worked out 
by the cooperation of the demonstra- 
tion workers, the county superintend- 
ent of public instruction, and the rural 
teachers. 


The superintendent and teachers or- 
ganize the schoolboys over 10 years 
of age into clubs; the demonstration 
work furnishes the plan of organiz- 
ation and the instructions (which the 
boys agree to observe); the respective 
parents furnish land, teams, and im- 


plements; the merchants and bankers 
provide thè prizes, and the loiial pap- 
ers give the publicity. 
Each 
boy 
must personally work l acre up^er 
the same regulations governKfg all 
other contestants. 
The result of 800 
to 400 boys entering such a contest 
In a county arouses intense interest. 
The boy learns t^e hest way to raise 
corn or cotton and his • appreciation 
of the farm Is greatly 
enhanced. 


The boys In the corn contest of one 
county In Mississippi last year aver- 
aged a production of 74 bushels of 
com p^r acre, while the farmers aver- 
aged less than 20. 
In South Carolina 
on»...boy raised 152^ 
bushels on a 
measured acre, while the state average 
was 16.

Every butter maker knows the im- 
portance of using a good butter work- 
er. 
Without It thé butter habitually 
contains too much water probably too 
large a quantity of casein. 


The chief point of the butter work- 
er is to get the water out and also 
to enable the produce to be made up 
into a good and consistent sample. 


But trouble is Often caused by the 
fact of the butter adhering to the 
worker, arising from à want of clean- 
liness in that ut^sil. 


The chief cauM of this adherence 
is that the wood Is saturated with, the 
greasy material OWing either to in- 
complete washing or thé water not 
beliig hot enou8^. 


To get rid of this grease use a. cér-

of water. 


This should cover the worker for 
twelve hours and then it should be 
thoroughly Scrubbed, then washed In 
boiling water an^d 
finally 
receive a 
cold douche.

Bryan says: 


"The defeat of tho special session 


plan Is a disappointment. In the state- 
ment given out when Inquiries* were 
sent to the legislators I stated that the 
submission of the Initiative, securing a 
great advantage to the state, would 
to a large extent eliminate county op- 
tion as a party Issue and enable us to 
conduct our campaign along national 
lines.

Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan practically de- 
clares himself a free lance In the com- 
ing- campaign In Nebraska and gives 
advance notice that he will advocate 
such principles as he sees flt. He puts 
as the fbremost of these principles the 
divorce of the democratic party from 
the liquor Interests and declares the 
campaign in the state must have coun- 
ty option as its great Issue. 


Mr. Bryan does not spare the recog- 


nized leaders of the party In Che state 
who have taken a stand against him In 
his advocacy of county option, but his 
language Is not bitter. 
He deplores 


the refusal of Governor Shalleriberg to 
call an extra session of the legislature 
to adopt nn Initiative and referendum 
whereby, Mr. Bryan says, the Issue of 
county option might have been re- 
ferred to the people. 


The governor, Mr. Bryan contends, 


was not justified In Ignoring the peti- 
tion for an extra session which con- 
tained the names of a majority of the.

Bryan says: 


"The defeat of the special session 


plan Is n disappointment. In the state- 
ment given out when inquiries, were 
sent to the legislators I stated that the 
submission of the Initiative, securing a 
great advantage to the state, would 
to a largo extent eliminate county op- 
tion as a party Issue and enable us to 
conduct our campaign along national 
lines. 


"Some of the more partisan repub- 


licans accused me of trying to secure 
an advantage for .the democratic party 
—an accusation which amounted to the 
confession that the republicans were 
not prepared to defend the national 
policies of their party; but fair-minded 
men in both parties recognized

dum at 
the regular session. 
The 


democrats of Douglas county still fur- 
ther accentuated the issue when they 
declared against county option last 
summer and the breweries and other 
special Interests have closed all doors 
of escape from the Issue by entering 
upon organized effort to Control the 
next state senate. 


"When I speak of blame attaching to

With 
a 
pretty 
general 
uprising 


against exhibitions of the fight pic- 
tures taken at Reno the syndicate that

There is well grounded ob- 


jection In many cities to exhibition ot 
these pictures and it does not rest en 
any view of the morals of presenting a 
pictorial narrative of the fight, but 
upon a question of public order and 
public safety. Other communities will 
base objections to the pictures upon 
tbe same ground that objection to the 
fight was based. The moving picture 
makes possible the distribution of the 
Reno fisht over the entire country to 
millions and If the battle itself was 
brutalizing there 
does not 
appear 


much reason to suppose a 
faithful 


llfe-Hke reproduction of every detail 
of that affair can be less so. 


With the vacancies he has filled and 


with those it is assured he wllj till 
President Taft before the completion 
of the second year of his term will 
have appointed four justices of the 
United States supreme court. It is not 
Improbable. Indeed, that 
before 
the 


close of his term he will have named 
a majority of the nation's highest tri- 
bunal. Following the appointment of 
n successor to the lute Justice Peck- 
ham came another vacancy through 
the sudden death of Justice Brewer. 
Close upon that followed the con- 
gressional arrangement to retire tne 
Invalid Justice Moody upon pay. This 
scarcely disposed of when without 
•warning the chief justice Is Btricken 
down. 
There now are nominally two 


and actually three vacant seats on the 
supreme bench. 
Governor Hughes, 


designated by the president to suc- 


. oeed Justice Brewer, lias not desired 


to curtail his gubernatorial term to go 
to the high court, but the probability 
that he will be named chief justice to 
succeed Melville W. fuller and the 
pressure of momentous cases now be- 
fore the court may appeal to him as 
occasion sufficient to dictate a change 
of mind. 


A3 the matter now stands the presi- 


dent has Immediately two more jus- 
tices to select and appoint. There are 
many able jurists and lawyers on the 
federal benches and it doubtless Is or 
at least has been the ambition of most 
of them some time to sit on the bench 
of the nation's greatest judicial tri- 
bunal. 
Supreme Justice burton was 


taken from the federal bench and pre- 
viously to him Justice Day wais simi- 
larly 
elevated. 
Justice 
McKenna 


formerly was on the federal bench, 
from which he resigned to take a seat 
as attorney general in Mr. McKlnley's 
first cabinet. He was promoted to the 
supreme court seat lie now holds from 
his cabinet place. 


With the single exception o£ Justice 


Harlan, who is now 77 years old and 
has been on the bench thirty-three 
years, there is no man o£ extreme age 
or of exceptionally long service on the 
supreme bench. Justice White is the 
oldest in point of service, being a 
Cleveland appointee in 1S!M, and Jus- 
tice Holmes in point of age. When 
the Taft appointments have been,made 
the bench will present perhaps the 
youngest court In point of years nnd 
service that has been seen since its 
establishment. 


Meanwhile, It is Impressive to reflect 


that President Taft has had the power 
to choose within a few months four 
members of the court and that he may 
within a. year have made choice of a 
majority of the tribunal. It la a tre- 
mendous power to wield nnd one never 
.before wielded by any president since 
the tribunal was first created.

MESSMER RAPS EQUAL RIGHTS. 


Archbishop Says Politics Would Inter- 


fere With Woman's Calling. 


Milwaukee, July 
6.—"The 
theory 


th^t demands equal rights between the 
two_gexes must be denied absolutely." 
said Most Rev. S. G. Messmer, D. D., 
archbishop of the Milwaukee diocese, 
In his address on "Woman's RigTtTs" 
at the opening of the Western Catholic 
chautauqua at Spring Bank yesterday. 


"It Is a mistake to say equal rights 


instead of similar rights, for women 
have certain rights thnt men have not. 
and men have certain rights that wom- 
en have not. 


"In regard to the question of poli- 


tics, why should women claim equal 
righls? What 
does 
politics mean? 


Politics means the ruling of nations, 
and no .one who understands 
this 


would demand equal rights. 


"It would interfere with women's 


calling, which makes her the queen ot 
the household. Equal rights would 


destroy her female character and de- 
stroy her Influence on mankind. 


"The rights of a person are determ- 


ined absolutely by the purpose of the 
being in question. There is a great 
difference In the purposes of the sexes. 


"The true solution of the woman 


question may lie found In religion. In 
the sacred scriptures there is the law 
thnt woman Is subject to man and 
therefore man must take the prin- 
cipal place.

Gamble as it flow Stand 


Central league baseball, viewed from 


the sordid end of the game, is one big 
gamble and the ownership of a. franchise 
Is not a legitimate business investment as 
It ought to be, but is a simple bet that 
tho owner has the best team of the 
eight and that he will finish first, for 
therein lies his only chance 
to 
make 


money or to get as good as an even 
break. 


Now and then a club owner picks up 


a good young player and develops him 
for the majors and derives a good profit 
as In the case of "Dixie" Walker, R. B. 
Kelly, Jack Rowan. Dick Hoblitzel and a 
a few others, but the custom of taking 
farmed players from the National and 
American league clubs 
has 
practically 


shut off this source of revenue and the 
attendance must be depended upon to pay 
the expenses. 


With the season about half over Fort 


Wayne has probably made some money 
as the attendance has been good here and 
the big crowd that went to South Bend 
ten days ago helped along with about 
WOO that went to the coffers of Claude 
H. Varnell. He Is entitled to It. but be- 
fore he can begin to count any "velvet" 
he has the losses of two seasons, amount- 
Ing approximately to 52.000. to make up. 


South Bend won ten of sixteen games 


on a recent road trip and went home the 
Sunday following to play to a crowd of 
1.100 people when the management might 
reasonably have expected twice as many. 
A boosters' day was held the same week 
and tickets sold at $1 each and good for 
any game, and with a band out and the 
newspapers working hard for the success 
of the club, only 800 people attended the 
gsime. The club was tied at the time for 
first place and a couple 
of 
thousand 


would have been nothing to boast of. 
This leads to the conclusion that South 
Bend is losing money as It has a team of 
players who'are drawing good salaries. 


Dayton Is a. loser on the season. Early 


in the winter Elmer Redclle and his asso- 
ciates began building up a pennant win- 
ner and started by securing Punch Knoll 
as manager. The club turned over to him 
at tho start was a failure and the men 
played to money-losing crowds until sev- 
eral new men were obtained at a con- 
siderable expense. 
The club drew more 


people the Fourth of July than any of 
tho others and 
IT It continues to win it 


may break even before the schedule Is 
played out. It has some players who may 
be sold, hut most of them, were bought 
at good figures and the margin will be 
small. 


A few weeks ago the cry went up from 


Znnosvllle that there was a pay day In 
sight for the players with no money In 
the treasury to moot It and that unless 


some patriots came to the front the 
club would have to be moved. Zanesville 
Is a big loser, but the citizens expect to 
find a small deficit every year as the 
team Is maintained for advertising pur- 
poses, but the awful slump In the play- 
ing, 
the Injury of players and a few other 


adversities had It on the brink for a long 
time. 


Wheeling lost last season on a pennant 


winner. This season it Is fighting down 
around the tail and is certainly putting 
the owners in the hole. The club has lost 
two Sunday games on account of rain 
and It is a. safe bet that the owners have 
been putting up money out of their own 
pocket to maintain the team. 


Without any Inside Information It Is 


difficult to size up Evansville. but with 
a fighting manager and a team that has 
been climbing right along for a month, 
it Is nothing more than reasonable to 
believe that Aggie Grant is making some' 
money or at least that he Is not losing 
any. 
The fact that he Is owner and 


manager is an economical - feature that 
ought to help him out. 


Terre Hauie is a consistent money loser 


but it ought to be getting an even break 
at that. 
Smith does not' carry a high- 


priced club and he cuts every corner in 
his expense account and this alone has 
enabled him to keep on top for the years 
he has held a Central league franchise. 


Grand Rapids has made no money. This 


does not come from the owner, but It's 
a lead-pipe cinch just the same. 
Fort 


Wayne played there four days and got 
the $50 guarantee three out of'the four 
and on the fourth was paid for 1.000 peo- 
ple. 
Annls has injected some new blood 


and may get a break, hut he must have 
a winner to do It and If he has this his 
profits will be big. It has come down to a 
point where an owner must have the best 
team, good weather and popular players 
and management to got the money. 


The end of the season will. If the mid- 


dle has not already done it. demonstrate 
that Dr. Frank R. Carson has always 
been right in his contention that the 
circuit must be cut down or the salaries 
pruned to get as good as an even break. 
Here's just an example of the things that 
club owners meet. It costs approximate)} 
SliJO to take a, team from Grand Rapids 
to Wheeling. 'Three week day guaran- 
tees amounting to 5150 is all that can 
be reasonably expected and this does no! 
pay the railroad fare let alone a hotel 
bill nnd the salaries.

eration by the company's representa- 
tives. 


What the Men Say. 


The men contend that General Man- 


ager G. L. Peck on March 9 last de- 
clined absolutely to grant any conces- 
sions asked for, and later that the 
proposition of the trainmen and yard-

for

consideration, 


which was done. At a meeting with 
the entire committee of the men, they 
say. Mr. Peck inter again declined to 
acceed to the demands, leaving the 
meeting In charge of two superintend- 
ents, who were notified that the men 
would appeal to their grand officers.

while they were waiting for grand offi- 
cers to arrive the entire eastern terri- 
tory had been standardized and work- 
Ing conditions and wages were equal- 
ized so that practically every employe 
now enjoys what they say Is denied 
them.

Boston, July 6.—That the boy who 


wants to learn to dig a ditch, harness 
a horse, use a plow or milk a cow 
would go 
In vain to the colleges of 


agriculture in 
the 
country, Dick J. 


Crosby, of. Washington, D. C., a spe- 
cialist in agricultural education, told 
the department of rural and agricult- 
ural education of the National Educa- 
tion 
association 
convention 
today. 


There are 310 more secondary schools 
and colleges teaching agriculture than 
there were eighteen months ago, h« 
said, but they teach theory only. 


Prof. G. F. Warren, of Cornell uni- 


versity, expressed the opinion that the 
farmer without an agricultural educa- 
tion was headed for the poor house. 
He quoted figures to show that ten 
college bred 
farmers 
averaged $847 


yearly Income against an average of 
only $318 for the farmers whose edu- 
cation had been limited to the district 
school. 


Most of the teachers usea to say, he 


said, that nny fool could form. Now 
(hey say agriculture Is too difficult for 
school. 


"Industrial education does not mean 


an educational revolution," declared 
Arthur D. Dean, of the^New York state 
educational department, addressing the 
department of manual training. 
' "A portion of agricultural and In- 
dustrial practice can be expressed In 
mathematical form." He told the de- 
partment that employers must permit 
hoys and girls to attend continuation 
schools fo.1 the preservation of Amer- 
ican citizenship.
